Ala. Code § 13A-6-20 

(a) A person commits the crime of assault in the first degree if: 

(1) With intent to cause serious physical injury to another person, he or she causes serious physical injiuy to 
any person by means of a deadly weapon or a dangerous instnunent; or 

(2) With intent to disfigure another person seriously and permanently, or to destroy, amputate, or disable 
pennanently a member or organ of the body of another person, he or she causes such an injury to any person; 
or 

(3) Under circimistances manifesting extreme indifference to the value of hiunan life, he or she recklessly 
engages in conduct which creates a grave risk of death to another person, and thereby causes serious physical 
injiuy to any person; or 

(4) In the course of and in fiutherance of the co mmi ssion or attempted conmiissiou of arson in the first degree, 
burglary in the first or second degree, escape in the first degree, kidnapping in tlie first degree, rape in the first 
degree, robbery in any degree, sodomy in the first degree or any other felony clearly dangerous to hmnan life, 
or of inmiediate flight therefi'om. he or she causes a serious physical injiuy to another person; or 

(5) Wliile driving tmder the influence of alcohol or a controlled substance or any combination thereof in 
violation of Section 32-5A-191 or 32-5A-191.3, he or she causes serious physical injury to the person of 
another with a veliicle or vessel.

(a) A person coinniits the crime of burglary in the first degree if he or she knowingly and unlawfully enters or remains luilawfiilly 
in a dwelling with intent to commit a crime therein, and. if. in effecting entry or while in dw elling or in iimnediate flight 
therefrom, the person or another participant in the crime: 

(1) Is armed with explosives; or 

(2) Causes physical injury to any person who is not a participant in the crime; or 

(3) hi effecting entry, is anned with a deadly weapon or dangerous instnunent or, wliile in tlie dwelling or immediate flight fr om 
the dwelling, uses or tlireatens the immediate use of a deadly weapon or dangerous instrument against another person. Tlie use of 
or tlireatened use of a deadly w^eapon or dangerous instrument does not include the mere acquisition of a deadly weapon or 
dangerous instnunent diuiiig the burglary.

(a) A person commits the crime of burglary in the second degree if he or she knowingly enters or remains iinlaw^lly in a building witli 
intent to commit theft or a felony therein and. if in effecting entry or while in the building or in immediate flight therefrom, the person or 
another participant in the crime: 

(1) Is armed with explosives; or 

(2) Causes physical injury to any person who is not a participant in the crime; or 

(3) In effecting entry, is armed with a deadly weapon or dangerous instrument or, while in the building or in immediate flight from tlie 
building, uses or threatens the immediate use of a deadly weapon or dangerous instniment against another person. The use of or 
tlireatened use of a deadly weapon or dangerous instniment does not include tlie mere acquisition of a deadly weapon or dangerous 
instniment during the burglaiy. 

(b) In the alternative to subsection (a) of this section, a person commits the crime of burglary in the second degree if he or she unlawfully 
enters a lawflilly occupied dw elling-house with intent to commit a theft or a felony therein.

(1) Possesses any explosive, tool, instnmient or other article adapted, designed or conmionly used for committing or 
facilitating the conmiission of an offense involving forcible entry into premises or theft by a physical taking; and 

(2) Intends to use the tiling possessed in the commission of an offense of the nature described in subdivision (a) (1) of 
tliis section.

(3) Know ingly obtains or exerts control over property in the custody of a law enforcement agency w liich was explicitly 
represented to the person by an agent of die law^ enforcement agency as being stolen: or 

(4) Knownigly obtains or exerts unauthoiized control over any donated item left on the property of a charitable organization or in 
a drop box or trailer, or within 30 feet of a drop box or trailer, belonging to a charitable organization.

(2) More than two grams, but less than four grams, of any morpliine, opium, or any salt, isomer, or salt of an isomer thereof, 
including heroin; 

(3) More than eight grams, but less than 28 grams, of 3,4-methylenedioxy amphetamine, or of any mixture containing 3,4- 
methylenedioxy amphetamine; 

(4) More than eiglit grams, but less than 28 giams, of 5-methoxy-3, 4-methylenedioxy amphetamine, or of any mixtme containing 
5-methoxy-3, 4-methylenedioxy amphetamine: 

(5) More than eight grams, but less than 28 grams, of amphetamine or any mixture containing amphetamine, its salt, optical 
isomer, or salt of its optical isomer thereof: 

(6) More than eight grams, but less than 28 grams, of methamphetamine or any mixture containing methamphetamine, its salts, 
optical isomers, or salt of its optical isomers tliereof.
